High Tide of Publishing 

T HE Fall Announcement Number of the 
Publishers' Weekly is always a mile¬ 
stone in the year of book business, as it 
marks the beginning of the busiest of book 
seasons. The publishing plans for the year 
have reached their height, and publication dates 
follow each other rapidly. In spite of the 
strong tendency in recent years to extend pub¬ 
lishing and bookselling generally round the 
twelve months, there will always be a crescendo 
of interest in the fall, and the significance of 
the year’s book demands are found in the an¬ 
nouncements as publishers make their plans 
ready. 

This year these announcements will be 
turned to with more than usual interest. The 
effect of war and after-war has been to make 
publishers weigh new enterprises with great 
care and to watch more carefully for new 
tendencies of interest. The books that they 
emphasize in the advertising pages of this 
issue are the result of their most careful esti¬ 
mation of the general reading tendencies of 
the year. The difficulties in manufacture have 
undoubtedly affected the situation, and with 
that in mind it is significant to know that the 
total number of entries in the index this year 
is practically the same as in 1920. The total 
number of entries in this year’s index is 5,556 
against 5,660 last year. This does not mean 
the number of books issued, as there are al¬ 
ways two entries of the book under author 
and title, and sometimes three in the case of 
a series. It probably means a little over 2,500 
new books, not more than a variation of 40 
or 50 from last year. In all the book manu¬ 
facturing centers there has been continuous 
trouble for twelve months in manufactur¬ 
ing, and a difficult and long wage settlement 
in New York increased printing costs late 
last fall, and the change in New York from 
the 48 to the 44-hour week May 1st made an¬ 
other increase. There has been a long con¬ 
tinued printing strike in Boston, and also in 


Philadelphia. In Chicago the unions are now 
asking for more money, and the situation may 
be cleared up only by having the city com¬ 
pletely on an open shop basis. While costs in 
paper have dropped rapidly, the costs of type¬ 
setting and plate-making have found no re¬ 
lief. In the binding end the situation was 
finally cleared when the Employing Book 
Binders in New York took the bull by the 
horns and went on the open shop basis. 

It is probable that the publishing lists would 
have been even heavier if all these difficulties 
had not existed, but it may be that the sifting 
of titles and the publication of only the most 
necessary books was the best result that could 
have happened. Between January and August 
booksellers have almost completely cleared 
their decks and are feeling confident of the 
fall business. Buyers who delayed in the 
spring are now reported as crowding the New 
York sales rooms with a good placing of 
orders. Such a result after the most difficult 
and puzzling two years that the book-trade 
has ever seen gives reason for congratulation 
to both the publishing and retail end of the 
business. 

American History in Schools 

UDGING by the number of associations 
which are making a point of protesting 
against the character of the teaching of 
American history in schools, it may soon be¬ 
come as impossible to teach American history 
as it is to teach the Bible. 

Again and again people have urged that the 
Scriptures be more widely used as a text, only 
to find that this cannot be done without tread¬ 
ing on the feelings of some group or other. 
Even the reading of the Scriptures opens the 
discussion of what selections should be read 
and from what version. 

The teaching of American history is now 
under similar fire. The Knights of Columbus 
say they are interested to see that American 
history is taught right; the Spanish War vet¬ 
erans, meeting in convention, charge that 
British propaganda is evident in the revised 
editions of the public schools; the American 
Federation of Labor believes that our histories 
are biased by being planned and written by 
those who have little appreciation of labor’s 
part; and the South has always been critical 
of our handling of the period from the Mis¬ 
souri Compromise to the end of Reconstruc¬ 
tion. This will put the publishers of school- 
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books under heavy cross fire, and an adop¬ 
tion of a text-book for a state under such 
conditions will mean a battle, indeed. 

Between those who look on the Revolution 
as a sign of the inevitable tyranny of the 
English throne and those who look gn it as 
part of the English liberal movement; between 
those who see vast importance in the nine¬ 
teenth century industrial evolution and those 
who see only political events in that period; 
between those who think that tariff and 
Northern domination brought about the great 
American crisis as well as slavery and seces¬ 
sion; between those who think this is solely 
an Anglo-Saxon country and those who think 
other nations have made significant contribu¬ 
tions, there is going to be continuous discus¬ 
sion which may do much to educate the 
country on these points, but which is likely to 
cause severe complications regarding textbooks. 


Wilson Books in First Editions 

T HE current advertisement by Doubleday, 
Page & Co. of Tumulty’s book on Wil¬ 
son, Ray Stannard Baker’s book on the 
Peace Conference, and the Letters of Walter 
Hines Page ends with these paragraphs: 

“Surely such a notable group of revealing books 
crowded with new material will be prized by future 
generations and first editions will be of increasing 
value as the years go by. 

“The first copies of these books when printed will 
be set aside for the readers who place their orders 
in advance. If you are interested, fill out the 
following coupon and an early copy will be reserved 
.for you, and notification sent when ready.” 

This advertisement inevitably raises two 
questions in the minds of the book-trade. 
First, will future collectors pay a premium for 
first editions of books in these fields? Second, 
if there is to be such interest, what reason is 
there to think it could not be reached thru 
the regular bookstore channels rather than 
direct from the publisher?

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Leading Names in Contemporary American 

Literature 

The Result of a Ballot Among the Booksellers 


N EITHER the person who knows merely 
the accepted books of the past nor he 
who reads only among the new books can 
have the fully balanced view of literature. 
Those who read only among the current pub¬ 
lications need to be urged to build up their 
background of knowledge in order that they 
may be the more competent to appreciate and 
judge of the living. Those who believe that 
all good writing ceased in some indefinite 
golden age just before the present, need to be 
told again that the golden age of literature is 
always just back of the present, and it was 
only by giving some attention to the current 
authors that the classics of the past were pro¬ 
duced. 

A book gets into its proper place by wide 
reading, general discussion, rereading and more 
discussion, and such methods as may increase 
the reading of the books of worthy living 
writers and increase discussion of their place 
and permanency not only give authors more im¬ 
petus to write, but sharpen the critical 
acumen of the reader. No one can expect 
that a man can be fully judged by his 
contemporaries, but it is perhaps unnecessary 
that the lack of finality in judgment should pre¬ 
vent the placing of any judgment at all. 

The Publishers' Weekly has asked from 
the booksellers a vote on whom they believe to 
be the most significant living American 
writers. The suggestion for this canvass came 
from a well-known London literary journal 
which a few months ago carried out such a 
canvass among its readers and published a 
list of what that vote found to be the forty 
leading writers in England .A vote among, 
the booksellers over here is not a plebiscite^ in 
exactly the same field, but as no periodical 
going to the general public has attempted this 
recently, it seems worthy of interest. 

A CONSENSUS OF OPINION 

In some ways a vote from the booksellers 
has an interest above that attached to the 
opinions of the general reader. The book¬ 
seller is in touch with all kinds of taste and 
gives an opinion that is not only a personal 
one, but almost a consensus of opinion from 
his community. In replying to a request for 
the names of forty people who have added or 
are adding distinction to American letters, the 
bookseller naturally does not think wholly of 
the gross total sales, but to his best judgment 
estimates whether a lasting reputation is being 
built and whether the writer is really adding 
to American letters. 

The ballots for this informal election to the 
American hall of literary fame were sent out 
to two hundred booksellers in greatly varying 
types of stores, general bookstores, well-known 
bookshops and book departments, in order to 
get a vote that would represent the principal 


types of book distributors in the country. As 
with many calls for information which peri¬ 
odicals send to their public, too large a per¬ 
centage of people dislike to take time in sup¬ 
plying such information or feel doubtful about 
the value of their opinion. It is to he re¬ 
gretted, and it, of course, affects the value 
of this presentation, that fifty ballots are all 
that are in the total presented in this list. 
A few above this number had to be thrown 
out, owing to the fact that the character oi 
the inquiry was misunderstood. Many in¬ 
cluded English authors, thinking that that was 
what was wanted. The method of estimating 
the vote was to give forty points every time an 
author was placed in the first position and one 
point less for each position below that. The 
list of forty is as follows:

It is quite obvious that there must be dif¬ 
ferences of opinion as to the order in which 
these should have fallen, but the forty names 
here listed show a remarkably interesting 
group. The list as a whole is heavily weighted 
toward fiction, as is probably natural, as the 
largest sales are in fiction, and other writers 
are not so easy for the bookseller to place. A 
few ballots were almost entirely of fiction, 
showing that the booksellers did not feel com¬ 
petent to place others from their experience. 
This was somewhat offset by the very high 
places given by many ballots to the American 
poets, a place which they undoubtedly deserve. 

The list shows twenty-five novelists, from 
Booth Tarkington to Kate Douglas Wiggin. 
Booth Tarkington and Mrs. Wharton led the 
field by quite a large majority, and the others 
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followed closely along in descending numerical 
results. Practically every ballot cast contained 
these two names. Other names that fell just 
outside the list and which many would miss 
are names of such established reputation as 
James Lane Allen, George W. Cable, Hamlin 
Garland, Ellen Glasgow and Mary E. Wil¬ 
kins, and younger contributors such as Sher¬ 
wood Anderson and Ernest Poole. 

Six poets, certainly a strong Tist, are in¬ 
cluded, headed by Amy Lowell, Masters, Frost, 
Robinson, Lindsay and Sandburg. Among 
those that will be missed and that fell just 
below in numerical appreciation are Sara Teas- 
dale, Edna St. Vincent Millay, Edwin Mark¬ 
ham, Percy MacKaye. The historians are rep¬ 
resented by William Roscoe Thayer and 
Woodrow Wilson, and it will probably be 
regretted by many that such names as Rhodes, 
McMaster and Beveridge could not fall within 
the number. Drama is represented by Eugene 
O’Neill, most appropriately, and perhaps there 
was no second in sight except Susan Glaspell. 
Frederick O’Brien, representing travel, fell 
happily within the list, while William Beebe 
fell just below the mark. 

It seems unfortunate that American humor 
did not have any outstanding figure that should 
be recognized for his contribution to our liter¬ 
ature, as we have always complimented our¬ 
selves on our production in this field. Of 
those who fell below the line in votes, the 
four following deserve mention: George Ade, 
F\ P. Dunne, Don Marquis, Ring Lardner. 
Among the writers of miscellany and essays, 
Henry Van Dyke’s position so near the top is 
a high compliment to his appreciation in the 
3 xx>kselling world. He is followed by Morley, 
Mencken, Repplier and Matthews. Samuel 
McChord Crothers came very near the mark, 
and such names as Woodberry. Santayana and 
Dewey got a deserved recognition. As one bal¬ 
lot said, “I know in voting for this that many 
of them will be dead enough within a few 
years, but, after all, so will I.” It was with 
no false confidence in their ability to select 
immortals that many booksellers co-operated in 
giving this interesting ballot, but the general di¬ 
rection of the vote seems to pay high testimony 
to the discrimination of the American bookseller. 

It is worth while to reprint at this same time 
the vote as it fell in England. This list has 
been much criticized, especially as to the order 
of those among the last thirty, but it will 
give opportunity to make comparisons. As 
was said by one correspondent, “I believe that 
the United States at present has little chance 
of making favorable comparisons with a first 
ten on an English list,” but from then on we 
welcome comparison, and in some fields such 
as the younger poets the balance turns our 
way. Comparisons are, of course, unim¬ 
portant, as English literature is all of one 
stock and belongs to us all. Such rivalry as 
it is natural to feel comes from the wish of 
any country to feel that its life is expressing 
itself thoroly in literature, and while we com¬ 
pare our product with that of England, Canada 
and Australia arc stretching their wings to 


comoare with ourselves, and with England and 
we all belong to the literature in whose history 
and land-marks all have common heritage.

An Early Printer Who Boasted 


H ENRY Stevens of Vermont wisely begins 
the preface of his “Catalog of My Eng¬ 
lish Library” with “If you are troubled with 
a pride of accuracy, and would have it com¬ 
pletely taken out of you, print a catalog.” 
This is also true of books, and a curious 
case of immediate punishment for boasting of 
accuracy came to my hand the other day. 
This is a little i2mo printed by H. Alopecius 
(H. Wolf, the printer, using a Greek trans¬ 
lation of his name) at Cologne in 1524. It is 
the Bohemian History by Aeneas Silvius 
(Pope Pius II). In the address of the printer 
to the reader reference is made to the great 
inaccuracy of the earlier edition and its “ab¬ 
sence of orthography” (“nulla orthographia”). 
The printer also states he has used his best 
efforts and given a final survey of errata, nor 
fails to “crawl” slightly at the end when he 
begs the reader to judge any mistakes lenientlv. 
Unfortunately for his attack on his prede¬ 
cessor, the very first word of his “Address” 
is a misprint: “Ar” Lectorem for “Ad” Lec- 
torem. Also his grammar fails him in the last 
sentence and he prints “you” for “we”; “cur- 
avis” being a vimus”; the very' form of “cur- 
avis” being a solecism for “curvaistis” ? The 
printer was safe in praising his edition on the 
title page for being the first with an index, and 
therefore useful to the scholar, and he is clever 
of a cross where the cross is mentioned, but 
modesty is the printer’s best emblem and noth¬ 
ing is better than the old way of ending by 
“Deo Gratias.”

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A Notable Increase in Book Dealers 


I N the general attention that has been given 
in the past year or two to the increase in 
the number of dealers that handle books the 
efforts of the American News Company in 
its many branches are particularly interest¬ 
ing. This company determined a year ago 
that the time was ripe for a greater sale 
of books among their 37,000 active periodical 
accounts. When the situation was studied 
it was found that out of this list 12,000 sold 
books of one kind or another. The^e might 
be divided into three classes: (1) Dealers 
who sell books of a general character; (2) 
dealers selling popular copyrights, competitive 
lines and juveniles; (3) dealers selling paper- 
covered novels, joke books, comic cartoons, 
‘‘World Almanacs; etc. besides this, there 
are 25,000 other dealers who handle periodical < 
alone,‘but who supply excellent prospects for 
a propaganda for selling books. 

All the branch agencies have been giving 
special attention to this problem, and t^e 
American News Trade Journal, the organ 
edited by Herbert Hungerford to reach out 
to these 37,000 dealers, has been laying special 
emphasis on books as a merchandise suitable 
to wider use by dealers. C. H. Ayers, the 
head of the Book Department, now estimates 
that 500 new book accounts have been added 
as the result of this special effort. Prob¬ 
ably, as he says, some of the new dealers 
will fall by the way, but the larger propor¬ 
tion in the present market will find it a profit¬ 
able addition. 

RETAIL DISPLAY FIXTURE 

A very important part of this campaign has 
been the supplying of proper facilities for 
display. The News Company has taken hold 
of the sale display fixtures such as will suit 
almost any shop, large or small, and many 
shops that had a few scattered items on their 
back shelf and were discouraged with books 
now count them an active staple, because those 
that are carried are well cared for in the 
racks, and a quick turnover is obtained. 

This idea of supporting a campaign for more 
accounts by emphasis on the matter of proper 
display has. of course, been the idea back of 
the promotion work of Grosset & Dunlap in 
perfecting and selling at cost the Munger book 
rack. This rack has made bookselling a profit 
to many who had not thought it in their field, 
and the demand for them is increasing. Gros¬ 
set & Dunlap report that a great many new 
accounts have been opened this year in the 
face of the general retail situation. The com¬ 
pleteness with which this firm canvasses the 
country and the popular character of the books 
sold makes their sales efforts of fundamental 
importance to the whole trade. 

Grosset & Dunlap report that their spring 
drive for more book outlets thru the drug trade 
has brought excellent results. These stores can 
keep books on sale on evenings and Sundays, 
which other stores cannot accomplish. Baker 
& Taylor Co. report that with them, also, 
a great number of new accounts have been the 


result of the year’s work. This, according to 
their report, includes not only entirely new 
stores, but also new departments and people put 
into the business that have stores carrying other 
lines of merchandise. 

McClurg’s wholesale department points out 
that bookstore increases have been in the larger 
cities rather than in smaller places. That 
Chicago, for instance, has larger, better and 
more bookstores than ever before. Many of 
these new stores are specialists pushing cer¬ 
tain lines. 

The National Association of Book Publish¬ 
ers has made the encouragement of new book 
outlets an important feature of their work 
and numbers of people have called during 
the year for consultation and advice on open¬ 
ing bookshops. Information on bookshop 
budgets, locations, promotion, etc., has been 
much called for. And cautions, too, for those 
who had not requisite preparation or backing 
for the needs of retailing. The Association 
has just prepared a booklet on opening a 
book department intended to help those who 
are thinking of adding books to their busi¬ 
ness, or can be persuaded to do so.

The English-Speaking World 


G reat Britain has just published 

statistics of the 1921 census, the previous 
census being 1911. Dispatches from Eng¬ 
land also bring latest reports of the statistics 
on the other English-speaking dominions, * so 
that a new estimate can be made of the total 
English-speaking races. The Irish census was 
not taken last year, owing to the disturbances 
there, and India also has not been taken since 
1911. With allowance, however, for these dis¬ 
crepancies, the totals reported are as follows:

It would seem that there is a total English- 
speaking population in these countries of 170,- 
000,000, of which a little over 60% is in the 
United States. 

That language is a bond of union of unes- 
capable power has b^en shown mi every cen¬ 
tury of history, and that English-speaking 
races will instinctively keep together because 
of better mutual understanding and better 
knowledge of each other’s ideas and ideals is 
inevitable. It is also obvious to those who are 
interested in the distribution of print in any 
form, that the matter of language has a busi¬ 
ness as well as a sentimental aspect. While 
cotton goods, cutlery, machinery, raw mate¬ 
rials, the things most largely reported in all 
the statistics of world trade, flow from port 
to port, regardless of language, and find their 
place in the business and life of each nation 
regardless of the tongue of those who handle 
it, books must find their demand among the 
people who can read them, and the question 
of language and of literacy is of fundamental 
importance to that trade. 

With this in mind, the geographical distribu¬ 
tion of those who use the English language 
becomes of significance to the publishing 
world, and the fact that over 60% of the 


English-speaking people are in the United 
States and must buy their books thru the 
American market is of important trade signi¬ 
ficance, and nearly 70% are on the North 
American continent. 

In the matter of literacy, too, the population 
of this continent is not behind that of any 
other English-speaking nation, and with the 
present expressed determination to wipe out 
those sections of illiteracy shown by the war 
statistics the United States .will become even 
more than in the past a wide open market for 
the sale of reading matter. Already in the 
field of educational books the amount of mate¬ 
rial used is increasing from year to year as 
various sections of the country increase their 
school year and raise their age limit for work¬ 
ing children, and the increase in the demand 
for textbooks both in quantity and variety has 
remarkable possibilities. 

While the United States has led the world 
in the popular application of the nublic library 
idea, there is full realization among the lead¬ 
ers of the library work that the possible use of 
the library has nowhere nearly reached its 
full development. According to recent state¬ 
ments, the American Library Association looks 
forward to a growth that will ultimately make 
the library reach out to 60,000,000 more of our 
population that have not yet been reached by 
the present facilities. 

In the general purchase of books there are 
no statistics bv which to show the book de¬ 
mands of different countries, and the United 
States has always been critical of itself as a 
book user. Whatever the facts might prove, 
if they could be gathered, there can be no 
doubt that the per capita purchase of books 
has been increasing in the last two or three 
years, and the optimism that pervades the re¬ 
tail book-trade in various parts of the country 
which has increased, even in the difficult year 
of 1921, indicates that there are good signs 
that progress is being made in increasing the 
number of those who habitually buy books. 

The above new statistics give opportunity to 
point to contemporary tendencies, and in an¬ 
other ten years the United States should find 
itself not only the home of the greatest mass 
of English-speaking people but because 
of that preponderance by far the great¬ 
est distributors of books in the English lan¬ 
guage. 
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The Nation’s Appetite for Fiction

[The third of a series of papers on “To-day’s Ten¬ 
dencies in Book Publishing’’ delivered at the Con¬ 
vention of the American Library Association at 
Swampscott, June 2 5. 

F ICTION has been termed the young per¬ 
son’s spree and the maiden lady’s solace. 
To the mentally active it serves as a seda¬ 
tive; to the lazy, a stimulant. Leaving aside 
the novels that one ought to read—and there¬ 
fore seldom does — the great mass of fiction is 
a form of entertainment to while away one’s 
spare hours—solitary, unsociable pleasure, to 
be sure, but generally absorbing, usually inno¬ 
cent, and sometimes leading to the desire for 
more serious literature. 

But you cannot cram solid books down 
the throats of those who merely want a good 
story. Some years ago the Burlington Rail¬ 
road placed on its limited trains libraries con¬ 
sisting of Dr. Eliot’s celebrated “five foot 
shelf of books.” These admirably selected 
classics were in so little demand by the tour¬ 
ists and traveling salesmen, during a period 
of two months, that there were only 35 calls 
from passengers for this variety of time¬ 
killing reading matter. It appears that “Ara¬ 
bian Nights” and “Fruits of Solitude” were 
the two most popular titles, each being bor¬ 
rowed five times. “Haven’t you something by 
an up-to-date author?” the tired transcon¬ 
tinental traveler would ask of George, the col¬ 
ored porter, and George would be forced to 
admit that the library in his charge was made 
up almost exclusively of “dead ones.” 

At last the railroad officials decided upon 
a change and, as a result, Virgil’s “Aeneid” 
and Pliny’s “Letters” gave way to O. Henry’s 
“Options” and Richard Harding Davis’ “Gal¬ 
lagher,” while other substituted titles included 
“Marjorie Daw,” “Robinson Crusoe,” “Vicar 
of Wakefield” “Treasure Island” and “Captains 
Courageous,” so that the new library was not 
without literary distinction. The best sellers 
were not purchased, doubtless for the reason 
that they would need to be changed so often to 
keep up with the times, but there was an 
immediate increase in circulation. 

FICTION AS ENTERTAINMENT 

As a form of entertainment, the reading 
of fiction requires more mental effort than 
attending the motion pictures, affords less 
fresh air than motoring, and is not so noisy 
as the talking machine. 

Aside from the few in nearly every sizable 
town who endeavor to read the best of the 
new novels as they appear—most readers 
confine their fiction to their favorite authors 
or to the type of story they like best. To 
many, fiction reading is a matter of oppor¬ 
tunity—opportunity to find the time to read 
after books have been made easily accessible; 
to others it is a constant effort to keep up 


with the most notable or notorious novels 
of the day. 

Yet with all the competition of the movies, 
the phonograph and the fliver, there are 
enough romantic stenographers, leisurely 
housewives and tired business men to en¬ 
courage the writing and publishing of a large 
annual crop of novels. This crop varies 
somewhat in size and character from year to 
year, but there is unmistakably a steadily 
growing market for the product of the imagi¬ 
native pen, and I contend that the average 
quality of the crop shows gradual improve¬ 
ment. 

CURRENT MAGAZINE FICTION 

From the earliest days the magazines 
printed stories, but never before the present 
decade have there been so many weekly and 
monthly periodicals printing so large a pro¬ 
portion of fiction. The American magazines 
not only publish the best short stories writ¬ 
ten, but there are novels published today, as 
serials, that would have been considered too 
highbrow for popular magazine readers a 
score of years ago. Indeed I recall the time 
when the editors of more than one of our 
very best monthlies seriously considered the 
advisability of discontinuing the serial. To¬ 
day it is the great circulation builder and 
you will find three of these “continued in 
our next” instalments in many general maga¬ 
zines, selling for 25 to 35 cents a copy. 

Periodicals established primarily to dis¬ 
seminate varied information to women now 
devote the most attention to their fiction 
features. Edith Wharton’s novel, “The Age 
of Innocence,” a best seller which won the 
Columbia University prize of $1,000 as the 
best American novel of 1920, appeared 
serially in a woman’s magazine, last year, 
prior to book publication, thus indicating 
the high character of the fiction that is pro¬ 
vided for those who were formerly sup¬ 
posed to be most concerned with the chang¬ 
ing styles of feminine apparel. 

No longer is the typical magazine serial a 
thing apart—with its carefully * constructed 
“curtains” at the end of each instalment, to 
lure the reader to purchase the next issue 
in order to ascertain whether or not the 
beautiful heroine was finally rescued from 
the clutches of the dashing villain. 

Novels by John Galsworthy, Arnold Ben¬ 
nett, H. G. Wells, Blasco Ibanez, and Joseph 
Hergesheimer, written primarily for book 
publication, may now be first read in popu¬ 
lar periodicals. 

Newspapers which a score of years ago 
found no room for book calibre fiction now 
reprinjt from day to day instalments of 
creditable novels, along with comic strips, 
movie chat and advice to the lovelorn. 
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The fiction reading public is so vast that 
it may be divided into three groups, altho 
these groups often overlap. 

First, those who read the fiction in the 
magazine, where so many of the favorite 
novels first appear; secondly, readers who 
patronize public and circulating libraries or 
sometimes buy novels; while a third reading 
of the same novel is frequently provided by 
newspapers purchasing second serial rights. 

With the widening market for the novel 
there has been afforded a better opportunity 
for the newer author to dispose of his 
literary wares. If the promising novice with 
a 6o,ooo-word story cannot find a publisher 
among a dozen magazines or a similar num¬ 
ber of book publishers, his product is gen¬ 
erally hopeless. 

THE WAR AS AN IMPETUS 

It is not necessary for one to tell libra¬ 
rians of the stimulated demand for fiction 
which followed our entrance into the World 
War. Not all of the boys who perhaps 
read, their first cloth-bound novel in camp, 
hospital or on transport have forsaken this 
form of recreation now that they have re¬ 
turned to civilian life. 

It was for the most part good, whole¬ 
some fiction they wanted—-Zane Grey, 
Conan Doyle, Jack London, Rex Beach and 
E. Phillips Oppenheim — all absorbing 
stories of action that furnished a thrill of 
a kind different from their own experiences 
in the service. 

A soldier in France who had been over 
the top a half dozen times asked the Y. M. 
G. A. worker for something exciting to 
read and was delighted with a western story 
in which a two-gun cowboy wearing chaps 
shoots up the town, while we who were at 
home thought that Empey’s “Over the Top" 
contained more thrills from real life than 
we had ever found in any novel. 

Let us consider on what the nation’s appe¬ 
tite for fiction feeds. 

Twenty to twenty-five years ago the best 
sellers were “Quo Vadis,” Beside the Bon¬ 
nie Briar Bush,” “David Harum,” “Eben 
Holden,” “When Knighthood Was in 
Flower,” “To Have and to Hold,” “Janice 
Meredith,” and “Richard Carvel.” The 
popularity of the historical romance and 
the “by-gosh” novel has long since de¬ 
parted—with no signs of returning. A few 
authors like Jeffery Farnol supply “cos¬ 
tume” stories to a larger number of en¬ 
thusiastic readers, but their sales fail to 
approach the “Richard Carvel” record. 

During the period that followed, the read¬ 
ing masses for the most part remained loyal 
to Winston Churchill, who, however, soon 
wrote on more timely themes; it adopted 
for a brief space of time Alice Hegan Rice 
of the “Cabbage Patch” fame, and also 
Florence Barclay, the author of “The 
Rosary”; it obtained a taste of good western 
fiction in “The Virginian” and has been 
reading cowboy stories ever since. 

This more recent period marked the ad¬ 


vent of Harold Bell Wright and Gene Strat¬ 
ton Porter, the twin stars of the popular 
fiction firmament, the former with a total 
sale of 7,250,000 up to the first of the year, 
and the latter with a record of 8,132,432 up 
to date. Both are still writing to vast au¬ 
diences. This was the period of the greatest 
popularity of the late Eleanor H. Porter, 
whose two Pollyanna books, with a com¬ 
bined sale of 753,000, established the Polly¬ 
anna school of fiction. I have mentioned 
the name of Zane Grey, king of best sellers 
of 1920, with his million copies annually, or, 
as his publishers express it, the American 
public apparently spent some $1,500,000 for 
his books last year. There is O. Henry, who 
did not live to witness the popularity of his 
volumes of stories,—now past the 4,500,000 
mark. The increasing vogue of Joseph C. 
Lincoln’s Cape Cod stories has resulted in 
a demand for approximately 2,500,000. The 
American sales alone of E. Phillips Oppen¬ 
heim exceed 2,000,000; while Mary Roberts 
Rinehart is in the 300,000 a year class. 
Then there’s Ethel M. Dell, James Oliver 
Curwood, Kathleen Norris, and many others 
whose total sales reach 100,000 or more per 
annum. 

If you lament because your patrons de¬ 
mand Ethel M. Dell or the Tarzan books, 
be heartened by the fact that Kipling sold 
to the extent of 2,000,000 volumes last year; 
that for the last four years the sales of 
Mark Twain’s works aggregated 750,000 
copies per year, while the new Conrad novels 
now appear among the best sellers. Even 
the versatile and intellectual H. G. Wells 
once reached the multitude with “Mr. Brit- 
tling,” as the figures of 245,000 attest, while 
more surprising is the statement that over 
750,000 copies of “The Four Horsemen of 
the Apocalypse” have been sold in English 
translation. 

The popular success of the recent group 
of novels dealing with real American small 
town life is considered significant by many, 
and indeed the sale to date of 266,000 copies 
of “Main Street” is a remarkable achieve¬ 
ment. I should like to believe that such 
sincere, veracious portrayals of our every¬ 
day life, written by literary artists like Sin¬ 
clair Lewis, will continue to attract. It would 
be indeed gratifying, but it would be expecting 
too much. 

BOOKS WITH A PERSISTENT DEMAND 

The inevitable demand for the novel of 
plot and incident, and the romance of love 
and adventure, will persist as long as books 
are read: and there will always be a large 
following for a semi-religious novel or a 
love story, sugar-coated with moral purpose. 

What most readers want when they select 
a novel is to get out of themselves, to be 
transported into an almost fairy world, if 
necessary, or to revel in sentiment that they 
fail to find in their prosaic lives. 

The fault of some of the masters of con¬ 
temporary fiction, whose books are so cor¬ 
dially endorsed by the critics, is that while 
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they please the few they lack the inex¬ 
plicable touch of romance or human interest 
to attract the many. The average man finds 
them dull; they are over his head. With 
all their artistic skill, they lack the spark 
of genius that gave Dickens, Scott and 
Dumas a universal appeal. 

You can’t popularize fiction above the un¬ 
derstanding of the ordinary fiction reader. 
As an instance of this, there is De Morgan’s 
“Joseph Vance”—which stood at the head of 
a list of the best twenty-five books suitable 
for a private library—chosen by the vote of 
the readers of the Springfield City Library 
Association several years ago. An attempt 
was made to extend the number of readers 
of the De Morgan novels by reprinting them 


in the well-known popular edition form, at 
that time selling for 50 cents. The venture 
was a failure. There was no market for a 
cheap edition of these novels of rare literary 
merit; those who were attracted to De Mor¬ 
gan read him in the high-priced editions. 

Until the American literary taste is suffi¬ 
ciently educated to enable the run of fiction 
readers really to enjoy great qualities of 
style, subtle psychology and artistic endings, 
the popular authors will continue to furnish 
the entertainment. It is no inconsiderable 
achievement to win widespread appreciation. 
Rather than depreciate the authors who ac¬ 
quire popularity I would lament that the intel¬ 
lectuals so seldom secure a hold on the larger 
fiction reading public.

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How to Reach New Readers 


I N making a study of the channels of book 
distribution and methods of reaching the non¬ 
book reader, a subject as much to the front 
in public library circles as in the book trade, 
Carl H. Milam, Secretary of the American 
Library Association, asked for detailed com¬ 
ments on this problem from a number of people 
in very varied lines of work and in different 
parts of the country. Among the people ap¬ 
proached for comment on this subject was T. 
R. Rutland, a professor of English literature 
at the Alabama Polytechnic Institute at Auburn, 
Alabama. 

Mr. Rutland’s comments, coming as they do 
from a point of view outside of the circles 
where book distribution is usually under dis¬ 
cussion, seem to carry so much of stimulating 
suggestion and to offer such interesting com¬ 
ment on the bookstore and library situation that 
the Publishers’ Weekly has asked permis¬ 
sion to print his letter. 

The fact that the Year Round Bookselling 
Committee has suggested that special attention 
be given this fall to the relations of the book¬ 
store to its entire community gives these com¬ 
ments special value. 

Dear Mr. Milam : 

In reply to your letter asking for comment 
on the problem of reaching the non-book reader, 
I beg to submit the following suggestions: 

i. Cheaper books. 

2. Resuscitation of bookstores. It is now 
impossible to get books of all kinds without 
writing to centers like Chicago and New York. 
Will such resuscitation be possible in library 
towns ? 

3. Encouragement of rental collections in 
bookstores. 

4. Inauguration of some plan by which 
book stores could exchange books after hold¬ 
ing them for sale for two months or more for 
other books for which there may be sale 
Bookstores do not want to take any chances 
now that there is money in other things. 

5. Encouragement of the use of books as 
prizes in schools, in card clubs, etc. The book¬ 
store sells cards. A little propaganda will sell 
many books to card club hostesses. 

6. More attractive reviewing of books in 
daily papers everywhere. If by some magic, 
we could establish a real book column in every 
paper to be filled by a really interested book- 
lover, the shy browser might be lassoed. 

7. Wide distribution of study and reading 
lists, advertisements such as those used by 
Chautauquas everywhere. 

8. Co-operation with various educational 
agencies, such as state departments of educa¬ 
tion, service bureaus and correspondence de¬ 
partments in colleges, women’s clubs, Boy 
Scouts, etc. By publishing lists of suitable 
reading and lists of books for study programs, 
conservative circularization thru these agen¬ 
cies, as well as libraries, is possible. 

9. Studying the plans of the Drama League 


and co-operating with it. 

10. Distribution of lists of books for busi¬ 
ness men thru Rotary and Kiwanis clubs. 
Local members of these clubs can offer a 
book once in a while as an attendance prize. 
Clubs might be encouraged to make collections 
of business books for use of members and 
might get the collection housed at the library. 

If these fellows could be made to see that 
a library can be useful to the business man as 
well as to the leisurely meanderer among 
pleasant stories, books would be more popular. 

11. Better use of technical clubs and liter¬ 
ary society organizations in colleges, “Y’s,” etc. 

12. Book advertisements on the moving pic¬ 
ture screen. Make them pull like those ads 
that make public speakers out of “boobs.” 

13. Advertisements in System and other 
business magazines. The Saturday Evening 
Post is not a bad medium. 

14. Book Bargain Days. 

15. Magazine owners use the attraction of 
books to get or hold subscribers. Will the 
thing not work the other way also? Some co¬ 
operative scheme between booksellers and mag¬ 
azine owners might be profitable for both. See 
the New Republic. 

16. Subscription libraries. 

17. Discouraging the book agent. 

The foregoing suggestions have been made 
mainly from the point of view of the book¬ 
seller. The establishment of county libraries 
with book wagons and travelling libraries 
ought to wake up things in the country. Both 
county librarians and city librarians must realize 
and bring their communities to realize that 
the library is a business asset and will educate 
boys and girls in the practical activities of the 
business world as well as give them polish and 
tickle their emotions. The hard-headed busi¬ 
ness man who does not know books, sets no 
business value on them. To him they are for 
people who have time to waste. He has not 
come in most cases to realize that the right 
book will increase his business success. 

The personal contact of the librarian or 
library staff with the business man in his office 
or store is the best means of interesting him. 
There are some substitutes, like personal let¬ 
ters, but they do not work as well. 

We must see that boys and girls learn the 
value of the library to the business world be¬ 
fore they leave school. The proper cooperation 
of the public library and the public school has 
not been studied sufficiently. 

The booksellers cannot do better than join 
hands with librarians and others in building 
libraries everywhere. Libraries increase the 
sale of books rather than decrease it. Addi¬ 
tional readers mean more book sales. In all 
likelihood a study of the situation will show 
that the purchasers of books are patrons of 
libraries.

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Why the Common People Do Not Buy 

More Books 


l i rp OR nearly a year,” says the editor of 
H the American Nezvs Trade Journal, “l 
■“* have been earnsetly seeking the solution 
to the question—“Why is there such a vast 
difference between the amount of money spent 
by the American public for periodicals and the 
amount spent for books?” The motive behind 
this investigation was a firm conviction that the 
channels of book distribution ought to be great¬ 
ly increased—that book buying should be made 
as convenient as periodical buying. Certainly 
there must be some good reason why there are 
more than forty thousand periodical sellers in 
the United States, but only a few thousand 
booksellers. 

“Book people everywhere bewail the fact that 
so few people buy books. No one knows the 
exact figures, but everyone does know that 
very few people buy and read books, whereas 
almost everybody buys periodicals, newspapers, 
or magazines. So the smallness of the amount 
of book buying done cannot be blamed on the 
claim that we are an ignorant and non-reading 
class of people. We must go farther if we 
are to find the real cause of the difficulty. 

“During the course of this investigation I 
read about a thousand novels. My lowbrow 
opinion is that about one hundred of these 
books deserved publication, and that the re¬ 
maining 90 per cent, were valueless. The 
present trend in the book business Is to publish 
books for what might be termed the highbrow 
literary cult, and very distinctly against pub¬ 
lishing books for the common people—the big 
majority. When a publisher does put forth a 
book for the common people, he is extremely 
apologetic about it, and sometimes promises the 
critics not to let it happen again. At the 
Atlantic City convention of the Booksellers' 
Association there was very strongly in evidence 
a tendency to sneer at the mention of such 


names as Zane Grey, Joe Lincoln, Gene Strat¬ 
ton-Porter, and Harold Bell Wright, despite 
the well known fact that the mere announce¬ 
ment of a new book by one of these authors 
means an immediate immense sale. 

“Anything like universal book discussion has 
become a remote hope, because the wholesome, 
simple tastes of the great majority of potential 
book readers have been laughed to scorn by 
the professional and self-constituted book crit¬ 
ics. Most people are extremely sensitive on 
the subject of their book tastes, and the ex¬ 
pression of contempt by those whom they 
imagine better fitted to judge books discourages 
them and turns them aside from the very 
course which it would be to the profit of the 
book publishers to assist them to follow. 

“Magazines, being compelled to sell them¬ 
selves over and over every month, are obliged 
to maintain a high standard as to the quality 
of their contents. But there seems to be a 
fallacious theory abroad among book pub¬ 
lishers that it is as profitable to print bad or 
indifferent books as good books. There is also 
an unfortunate blindness to the trend of the 
times, and a failure to keep in close touch 
with the main body of the reading public. This 
blindness is apparent in the oft-repeated state¬ 
ment by publishers that they ‘are publishing 
what the public wants.’ If they were doing 
that they would not have the complaint to 
make that the public are not buying books. 

“While I do not claim that the results of 
my investigation are in all ways conclusive, 
one point has been very definitely driven home 
to me: The big field for bookselling has been 
among the so-called common people instead of 
among the ‘literary few’; and this great mass 
of potential book buyers, now restricted mainly 
to periodical reading, want clean, wholesome 
books when they are put before them.” 


“The Literary Few” and the Common People 


W E reprint with a good deal of interest 
in the columns above the article 
on “Why the Common People Do Not 
Buy More Books,” written by Herbert Hun- 
gerford, editor of the American News Trade 
Journal, who is in a position to watch the 
demands from thousands of sources, and who 
is closely in touch with the new and successful 
effort that the American News Company has 
been making to connect the book business up 
thoroly with the wider distribution that 
periodicals enjoy. His conclusion that the big 
field for bookselling lies among the so called 
common people instead of among the "literary 
few,” is probably sound, altho those who are 
in touch with this later circle are as little satis¬ 
fied as other dealers with the totals reached. 

It is probably true that those who are dis¬ 
cussing and like to discuss what is sometimes 


called “serious” literature show great signs of 
impatience when figures are shown to prove the 
great sales of less carefully wrought fiction. 
At the same time those in the book-trade 
realize that there must always be this variety 
in reading, and tolerance on both sides is neces¬ 
sary. Those who scoff at the reading habits 
of the general public need to be reminded that 
Mark Twain reached his first great popularity 
in sales that were made thru house-to-house 
canvass among the highways and byways of 
the country, and this before he had received 
his degree at Oxford or had been mentioned 
in any literary courses in the colleges; that O. 
Henry was the most popular of writers in the 
Sunday supplements before he was mentioned 
in the textbooks on American literature; that 
Jack London, who is given a high place among 
recent writers, was as quickly read by the com- 
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mon people as by anybody else. The literary 
taste of the general public is therefore not 
to be lightly brushed aside as of little conse¬ 
quence. In the same issue of the American 
Newts Trade Journal that carried this editorial, 
we find that the News Company's agencies 
show “The Age of Innocence" and “Alice 
Adams" as the two best sellers in fiction, and 
the new Bernard Shaw ranking second in the 
non-fiction group. Surely such a listing does 
not point to any marked difference between the 
reading taste of one class and another. 

Authors who break out into a new field or 
new technique cannot be surprised if their 
work fails of instant recognition any more 
than can painters or sculptors, and the sharp 
flings that are launched when such recognition 
fails to come promptly are more in petulance 
than in good reason. An author who is now 
in high favor among all types of readers chided 
the booksellers in a public speech because they 
failed to recognize his first book, reminded 
them that anyone would now be glad to pay 
fifteen dollars for a copy, if found. A re¬ 
reading of that first book would convince many 
that there was more promise than fulfillment 
there, and that a literary artist who came into 
his own with a rush by his third book need 
not be too caustic as to the failure of the 
public to appreciate fine work. 

If the critics among what our article calls 
“the literary few" sometimes fail to appreciate 
the point of view of the many, those who are 
interested particularly in the progress of the 
half-million-volume sellers are sometimes 
equally impatient and caustic about the talk 
of the “literary few." In matters of taste 
there must be leadership and sharp discussion. 
The blind following of numerical records of 


what the people read last month leads no¬ 
where. The movie world is rather flounder¬ 
ing today because some of the old ideas 
are running out, even tho it holds millions 
entranced, and it is the new ideas that may 
come from small experiment and sharp 
criticism that will make that field again pro¬ 
gress. The big Broadway play producers 
sneered their loudest at all efforts of little the¬ 
aters until they were finally glad to borrow 
from the experiments in scenery and pro¬ 
duction methods and until they saw these ex¬ 
periments coming into the large theaters for 
long and successful runs. 

A reader who enjoys a certain popular type 
of light fiction and finds other types heavy 
reading feels very confident that anyone who 
turns to the other is doing it with a pose, feels 
sure that if he followed his own real enjoy¬ 
ment he would find better book food elsewhere. 
The person who first hears a symphony and 
cannot find where the melody lies is convinced 
that everybody who is honest would rather 
hear “Home Sweet Home" played well. It is 
no criticism of “Home Sweet Home" to say 
that there is a difference. 

Surely the use of print does not belong to 
any one group. It is the means of communica¬ 
tion between groups of a like interest and be¬ 
tween one group and another, and a broader 
tolerance among “the literary few" for tne 
tastes of the great mass, and a clearer under¬ 
standing among the great mass of what “the 
literary few" are talking about would be a 
good platform for procedure. At the same 
time, we do not want too much peace—let 
those whose opinions do not lie in the way of 
tolerance speak out. Only bv expressions of 
this kind will we get progress.

A Week’s Gleanings of Book-trade News 


H. G. Wells has written a new novel, entitled 
“The Secret-places of the Heart.” 

Phyllis Bottome’s new novel, “The Crystal 
Heart,” is promised by the Century Co. for 
September 30th. 

Louis Dodge has added another title to the 
attractive juveniles under his name, published 
by Scribner. The new one, “Everychild,” has 
quaint little illustrations in color done uy 
Blanche Fisher Laite. 

It would be difficult to find a better subject 
for dramatic biography than Eleutherios 
Venizelos, the maker of modem Greece. The 
story of his life and work is presented to the 
public in a new Doran volume, published last 
week. S. B. Chester is the author. 

All who in seasons past have loved the an¬ 
tics of the Tony Sarg marionettes will want 
“The Tony Sarg Marionette B'ook” which B. 
W. Huebsch is announcing as a Christmas 
gift book. 

“Niels Lyhne” to be published by Doubleday, 
Page & Co. on September 28th is the book 
which Ibsen called the greatest novel of the 
nineteenth century. It is one of the two novels 
upon which the fame of the great Scandinavian 
writer, Jens Peter Jacobsen, rests—both of 
them written during the eight years of suffer¬ 
ing that ultimately brought his death at the 
early age of thirty-seven. 

“In pawn,” the first full-fledged novel by 
Ellis Parker Butler, author of that famous 
classic, “Pigs Is Pigs,” has just come from 
Houghton Mifflin Co. It is a comedy of small 
town life. 

Someone started the rumor that America 
was weary of English lecturers. No such 
thing! Another group is preparing to come 
over the ocean soon—among them J. D. Beres- 
ford, whose “Revolution” has been so well 
received, and Michael Sadler, the young 
author of “Privilege,” both published by Put¬ 
nams. 

Four hundred colleges and schools and 36,- 
619 students actively engaged in play-produc¬ 
tion were unearthed by a recent questionaire 
sent out by The Theatre . It is to meet their 
needs that Henry Holt & Co. are to issue on 
October 5th Clarence Stratton’s “Producing in 
Little Theatres.” Dr. Stratton has both writ¬ 
ten for and produced plays in little theatres, 
and shows how to stage and costume them. 
He also includes over sixty striking pictures, 
an annotated list of 200 suitable plays and a 
full index. 


The play “Dulcy” will be published in book 
form by Putnams, probably in November. 

Jeffery Farnol’s eagerly awaited sequel to 
his last year’s sea story, “Black: Bartlemy’s 
Treasure,” will be published by Little, Brown 
& Co. October 8 under the title of “Martin 
Conisby’s Vengeance.’ 

Eight additions to the Modern Library se¬ 
ries are announced for fall publication by 
Boni & Livengnt. Included are Wait Whit¬ 
man’s “Poems,” with an introduction by Carl 
Sandburg, and xAnatole France's “At the Sign 
of the Reine I edauque,” with an introduction 
by James Branch Cabell. 

Grosset & Dunlap have added one of the 
volumes of James W. Schultz, “Lone Bull’s 
Mistake,” to the Boy Scout library. This 
author, whose books have been coming out 
each year from Houghton Mifflin, has found 
approval as among the best of Indian story 
writers. 

Professor John M. Manly, head of de- 
P ai J men t of English at the University of 
Chicago, and John A. Powell, of the Holtzer- 
Cabot Electric Company, have collaborated in 
writing a series of books for business men 
which Frederick J. Drake & Co. are issuing 
as a series called Better Business Books . 
Three titles have just been published: “Better 
Business Letters,” “Better Advertising,” and 
“Better Business English.” 

The Whistler Journal, by Elizabeth R. and 
Joseph Pennell, to be published this fall by 
the J. B. Lippincott Company, will contain un¬ 
published documents in the Whistler vs. Rus- 
kin trial, including Whistler’s and Ruskin’s 
proofs, with other comments, and Burns Jones’ 
estimate of Whistler’s art. The papers them¬ 
selves have been added to the Whistler Col¬ 
lection in the Library of Congress. 

A new edition of Boswell’s “Life of John¬ 
son and “Tour in the Hebrides” will be 
published in the autumn by Doubleday, 
Page & Co. It has been projected by Mr. 
Gabriel Wells, the antiquarian bookseller. 
The work, which will be in ten large octavo 
volumes, will contain a general introduction 
bv Professor Osgood of Princeton, and there 
will be ten separate introductions, one to each 
volume. 

Now that Fannie Hurst’s play, “Back Pay” 
is launched upon Broadway, and her first 
novel, “Star Dust,” is going merrily along, 
she has returned to what she definitely con¬ 
siders her chef d* oeuvre, the short storv. The 
one upon which she is now working will com¬ 
plete the new collection to be published by the 
Harpers.

Half-Dollar for Service 

JOINT Congressional Commission of 
Agricultural Inquiry has been studying 
the problems of distribution and consumption 
to see whether too much of the price paid by 
consumers for goods and commodities is rep¬ 
resented by distribution expense. Their esti¬ 
mate that 9 cents of the dollar goes to service 
is an interesting figure to compare with the 
cost in specific lines of business, such as in 
the book field. They divide the customer's 
dollar into three parts, and on the broad 
estimate, give 37 cents to production costs. 
49 cents for the service of distribution, pro¬ 
ducer's, jobber’s and retailer’s services, and 
14 cents to profit. In the book field there 
would probably be a larger item in the pro¬ 
duction figure and a smaller one for the 
service. 

“The consumer blames the middlemen for 
the extent and cost of this service, such as 
packing, transportation, grading, insurance, 
selling, advertising, display, rent, wages, over¬ 
head, but the middleman says that he is only 
giving the consumer what the consumer wants 
when he wants it,” says Representative Sidney 
Anderson, chairman of the Commission. “The 
public demands too much service and compels 
the merchant to increase his price. 

“Goods are sold, not so much by offering 
a price as by offering service, convenience, 
dependability, reputation, credit. The con¬ 
sumer pays all of this. It is like the in¬ 
visible tax, easy to pay because it is not ap¬ 
parently camouflaged in the price. 

“Reduction of service costs can come only 
thru a better understanding of the problem 
by both middleman and consumer, thru 
better organization of the business of distribu¬ 
tion by the middleman, and by the organiza¬ 
tion of his reauirements by the consumer. The 
science of distribution, of finding markets, 
of relating outputs to market, are all in their 
infancy. We know very little of many fac¬ 
tors that influence consumption, such as un¬ 
employment, wages, and the consumer psy¬ 
chology. The same genius of organization that 
has been applied to production must be applied 
to distribution. 

Figure it Out 

T HAT booksellers are becoming more and 
more interested in the cause of the book 
in general, as well as in their own announce¬ 
ments of titles, is interestingly shown in a fall 
catalog that comes to hand from Dodd. Mead 
& Co. The second page has the following 
argument to the non-book user: 

Let’s say you have a certain small amount of 
money to spare, to spend as you will on pleas¬ 
ure. How can you use it most wisely? 

A box of sweets? Flowers? Theater tickets? 
Any of these will bring you pleasure. But 
remember, keen as your enjoyment will be. it 
cannot last. 


For sweets vanish quickly; flowers must fade, 
and once the lights are dimmed your few hours 
of make-believe are only a memory. 

But books — 

A good book will give you pleasure while you 
are reading it—and not only pleasure but in¬ 
struction—inspiration—dreams. 

And if the book is really good you will go 
back to it in after months—in after years— 
finding new meanings, new ideas. 

Not you alone, but your family, your friends, 
can enjoy a book. 

A transient pleasure—or a lasting one— 
which? Figure it Out. 

This is worth the attention of every retail 
salesman. 

The same catalog has the announcement of a 
book on “Why We Should Read” by S. P. B. 
Mais, who has made a great reputation in Eng¬ 
land for his ability to arouse enthusiasm for 
reading among the general public and also of 
“Books and Habits,” edited from the writings 
of Lafcadio Hearn by Prof. John Erskine, a 
volume that should interest the bookseller for 
his own reading as well as for sale.

The Thomas Bailey Aldrich Bookcase 



An active and attractive feature of this 
years Children’s Book Week is to be the pro¬ 
motion of personal libraries for children 
thru publicity given by the Thomas Bailey 
Aldrich bookcase. The bookcase is a repro¬ 
duction of the one mentioned in “The Story of 
a Bad Boy” and the original .hangs in the 
Aldrich Memorial House at Portsmouth, N. H. 
Besides distribution on 20,000 circulars with the 
working drawings of the bookcase as kindly 
provided by Mrs. Aldrich, the Book Week 
Committee has arranged with the C. J. Lund- 
strom Mfg. Co. of Little Falls, N. Y., well 
known makers of sectional cases, to make the 
Aldrich case for the general market. These 
are beautifully finished in mahogany stain and 
shipped flat with holes bored and screws en¬ 
closed at $3.25 each. The case hangs from 
silk cord which is attached. 

The case which has been photographed above 
was filled out as a library for a boy of twelve 
by Mrs. Louise Pleasanton, head of the Chil¬ 
dren’s Department at Brentano’s, New York. 

The fascination of having a personal library 
is always very strong with children and has 
been too infrequently provided for. When a 


child’s growing library has to rely for its 
shelving on a hit-or-miss place in the family 
bookcase or on the dark shelves of the bed¬ 
room, the pull of personal possession is weak¬ 
ened and the enjoyment needlessly decreased. 

A book collection of about 35 to 40 books 
hung handily in the boys’ or girls’ own room 
is a prized possession indeed and the bookseller 
who has among the families he serves a goodly 
number of these growing libraries is in a way 
to have a steady business while admirably 
serving his community. Boy and girl libraries 
grow into future home libraries and boy and 
girl collectors into the broader visioned citizens 
of their town. 

That this type of wall bookcase is not sole¬ 
ly a boy’s fancy is shown by a photograph that 
appeared in “A Salem Shipmaster” published 
by The Four Seas Co. In this book is a photo¬ 
graph of the beautiful old-fashioned bedroom 
of Betsy Pierce, sister-in-law of Capt. Nichols, 
and on the wall is just such a bookcase as that 
of the Aldrich room, of slightly different 
contour but of the same general appearance. 
The Pierce home in Salem is one of the master¬ 
pieces of McIntyre, the famous Salem architect. 
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English Book-Trade News 

T HE discussion which has appeared in the 
Literary Review on the place of special 
subscription editions in the publishing of cur¬ 
rent books gives added interest to an announce¬ 
ment coming from England of new publications 
in this field. On the fall announcements of one 
English publisher, T. Werner Laurie, the new 
book of memoirs by William Butler Yeats, 
called “The Trembling of the Veil/’ is an¬ 
nounced in a limited edition of 1000 copies at 
£2 2s. The publisher announces that the style 
is similar to recent editions of George Moore 
and will contain the full bibliography of Mr. 
Yeats. John Freeman’s “A Portrait of George 
Moore in a Study of His Work” is published 
in a limited edition uniform with the recent 
George Moore books, each copy numbered and 
signed by the author, 42s. This book will 
also be in the library edition at 16s. A Welch 
play called “The Cauldron of Annwn” by 
Thomas Evelyn Ellis is printed in an edition 
limited to 250 copies, and the selection of “Nine 
Tales from Balzac’s Stories” newly done in Eng¬ 
lish by Robert Crawford is printed in an edi¬ 
tion numbered, limited and signed by the trans¬ 
lator, at £2 2s. The stories selected are “The 
Venial Sin” and others that are sometimes 
omitted from English translation. 

Someone has discovered that this year is the 
centenary of the birth of the compiler of the 
famous British Hymns Ancient and Modern. 
For fifty years or so before the war that re¬ 
markable anthology sold at the rate of 800,000 
copies a year. It is doubtful whether any 
other work, either devotional or secular, except¬ 
ing the Bible, has ever approached that astonish¬ 
ing record. 

If the secret documents relating to Lord 
Kitchener are deposited in the British Museum 
for 60 years, as is proposed by Lord Esher, 
they will be locked up in a special cupboard 
with Earl Haig’s private papers relating to the 
war. 

About two years ago Lord Haig’s personal 
notes and documents, which must be of im¬ 
mense national and historical interest, were 
given into the charge of the Trustees of the 
British Museum with instructions that they 
were not to be opened until 1940. 

Altho he has received many tempting offers, 
the Field-Marshal has refused to write a book 
on the war, and he has always maintained great 
reticence about the secret history of the cam¬ 
paign in France, of which he must know so 
much. 

It is not an infrequent occurrence for private 
documents to be deposited in the museum for a 
stated number of years, but there are not many 
instances of papers of military interest being so 
dealt with. 

A number of valuable literary manuscripts 
have been deposited here, among them a number 
of private papers relating to Lord Byron. 


Saving on Textbooks 

T HE examination into the city administra¬ 
tion of New York by a committee ap¬ 
pointed by the State Legislature has brought 
to the newspaper columns a vast amount of 
details about city affairs. In the newspapers 
of last week Senator Meyer, who conducted 
the inquiry, cross-examnied the Superintend¬ 
ent of Schools, Mr. Prall, with regard to the 
affairs of the Board of Education. Senator 
Meyer suggested that money could be saved 
if . the city took over the manufacture and 
printing of certain textbooks. Mr. Prall ex¬ 
plained that it was his estimate, without con¬ 
sulting the officials or testing the figures, that 
the city expended from $700,000 to $800,000 on 
textbooks and that the city would be able to 
save $300,000 to $400,000 by publishing its own 
books. 

If New York City spends $800,000 for 
900,000 school children, the expense is mo-dest 
enough compared to that which would be 
expected. When the number and variety of 
books used in the average school year, from 
geographies to spelling books, is considered, 
the figure seems small. That about 40 per 
cent of this could be saved by the city’s 
manufacturing its own school-books is a re¬ 
appearance of an old fallacy that has been 
disproven again and again by state experi¬ 
ment. This fallacv is usually based on an 
estimate as to .what it would cost for paper, 
printing and binding of the books already in 
use. The critics usually fail to consider that 
the citv would be under excuses for edi¬ 
torial preparation, for the making of plates, 
gathering of illustrations, for overhead ex¬ 
pense such as is needed in preparing textbooks 
to compare with the best that are made, and 
for the executive heads who could see that 
these were, carried thru in the best possible 
way, that is,, by forgetting expenses that are 
inescapable, it can be proven that monev can 
be saved. 

If the other figures being brought out 
with this inquiry are as pertinent as this, 
the value of the investigation is small, in¬ 
deed. 

Roosevelt Literature 

I N response to the widespread desire for a 
“living memorial” to Theodore Roosevelt, the 
Roosevelt Memorial Association has established 
the Bureau of Roosevelt Research and in¬ 
formation. The object of this bureau is to 
gather all available biographical data concern¬ 
ing Colonel Roosevelt, and by means of pub¬ 
lications and lectures to spread the knowledge 
of his character and career. Plans for a 
definitive edition of Mr. Roosevelt’s works are 
well advanced. Houghton Mifflin Co. pub¬ 
lishers for. the association, announce the first 
two of their volumes for this fall. They are 
“Roosevelt in the Bad Lands” by Hermann 
Hagedorn, and “Roosevelt in the Kansas City 
Star.” The latter volume is a series of his 
editorials written during the war.

Why the Novels ? 

<<I T must always be remembered,” writes 

1 Edward Shanks in The London Mercury , 
“that the cascade of prose fiction which flows 
spring and autumn from the presses is not 
invariably due to the unaided working of the 
time-spirit in the minds of authors. The 
modern public is willing to devour novels: it 
is not willing to devour much else; it is sup¬ 
plied with novels. The individual drops in the 
flood are not often created by a quite spon¬ 
taneous impulse in the writer, even when he 
is a serious and conscientious artist. It is 
said that nowadays the author who has writ¬ 
ten even *a very promising first novel will find 
some difficulty in getting it published. It is 
certain that the author of any other kind of 
first book is in a far worse position. There¬ 
fore the man with ideas to express, equally 
with the man who has a career to make, is 
led to the novel—because the novel is un¬ 
doubtedly more in demand than any other form 
of literature. 

Moreover, sordid as the thought may seem, 
it means money. The writer of verses, if he 
has a reputation and can find a publisher and 
has a little luck besides, may earn enough by 
the publication of his biennial volume to keep 
him in cigarettes for one out of the two years. 
The number of men under fifty who have 
earned enough by a collection of poems to buy 
a cottage could be counted on the fingers of 
one hand. Some writers (not many) do actu¬ 
ally live on the proceeds of their novels. 
Others who, if left to themselves, would never 
attempt the form of prose fiction driven to do so 
in the hope, if not of making their fortunes, 
then at least of augmenting their incomes. It 
is, apart from periodical journalism the most 
serious and probable way of entering literature 
as a profession; and, whether we like it or 
not, literature is a profession and most of 
our good writers are as they always have 
been, professional writers. Let us add to 
these considerations the fact that fhere 
are many clever men who can, and suc¬ 
cessfully do, practise the writing of. stories 
purely as a trade. All these points are, no 
doubt, sordid enough, but they are not irrele¬ 
vant. They exercise a far-reaching influence 
on literature in general and the novel in parti¬ 
cular; and they immensely complicate the ma¬ 
terial with which a critic has to deal when he 
wishes to discover what the novel is at present 
and whither it is going.”

Obituary Notes 

Henry Austin Dobson, poet and man of 
letters, died on September 1st, at Ealing, Eng¬ 
land, at the age of eighty-one years. He was 
born in Plymouth in 1840. Besides his nu¬ 
merous volumes of poems and prose works, 
Mr. Dobson contributed much material to vari¬ 
ous encyclopedias and wrote continually for 
important magazines and reviews. In 1913 he 
was spoken of as a possible successor to Alfred 
Austin as Poet Laureate of England. Mr. Dob¬ 
son spent forty-five years as a clerk in the 
London Board of Trade, which he entered in 
1856. He was given an LL.D. by the Uni¬ 
versity of Edinburgh and was a member of 
many literary societies.

Poems: Vignettes in Rhyme, 1873; Proverbs in 
Porcelain, 1877; Old World Idylls, 1883; At 
the Sign of the Lyre, 1885; Lives of Bewick; 
Fielding; Steele; Goldsmith; Walpole; Ho¬ 
garth ; Richardson; and Burney, 1884 
to 1903; Four Frenchwomen, 1890; Eighteenth 
Century Vignettes, 3 vols., i892-’94-’96.

A MEMORIAL library will be erected to 
Joyce Kilmer at Champion College, 
Prairie du Chien, Wisconsin. 

The Camera Club is holding an exhibition 
of members' work in its rooms at 121 West 
Sixty-eighth ‘Street. 

A collection of Americana will be sold on 
September 30 by the Heartman Auction Com¬ 
pany, Inc., at Rutland, Vt. It includes early 
almanacs, bibliography, orations on the Bos¬ 
ton Massacre, Colonial broadsides, rare Frank¬ 
lin items, early newspapers and miscellaneous 
items concerning all periods of American his¬ 
tory. 

Russian gold, silver and precious stones have 
been undergoing a steady dispersal since 
Lenine and Trotsky assumed power. Now it 
is said that the artistic treasures of the Her¬ 
mitage Gallery and also the rare manuscripts 
and books of the Hermitage Library, of the 
Winter Palace, Petrograd, will be sold to aid 
the famine sufferers. 

The regular autumn catalog (No. 6, Part I) 
of the Brick Row Bookshop, Inc., of this 
city, makes a handsome octavo volume of 128 
pages containing 2,270 lots, divided between 
biography, Shakespeareana, books about books, 
and first editions. The latter section contains 
nearly 1,000 items, mainly of authors of the 
Victorian period and of our own time. 

Dealers' stock purchased in Europe during 
the summer is beginning to arrive here. Col¬ 
lectors, it is said, are beginning to be a bit 
curious about what may be in store for them. 
Last week showed a marked increase all along 
the line in business among the bookshops and 
the quiet summer is now by no means con¬ 
strued as indicating a dull season for 1921-22. 

There have been several attempts to establish 
a collectors’ magazine in this country—among 
them The Booklover, The Bibliophilist, The 
Literary Collector, The Bibliographer and The 
Autograph —and all have been short lived. 
There are doubtless collectors enough in this 
country to support such a periodical, but they 
are widely scattered, and the difficulty is in 
reaching them quick enough to make such a 
venture a financial success. The delay in de¬ 
veloping a constituency has generally proved 
disastrous. 

The series of bibliographies of modern au¬ 
thors published in London by Leslie Chaundey 
& Company has been undertaken jointly wjth 
the Brick Row Bookshop, Inc., of this city. 
Attention has already been called to the bib¬ 
liographies of Robert Bridges and John Mase¬ 
field which have appeared and of George Moore 
soon to follow. Then will come the bibliog¬ 
raphies of J. C. Squire, Max Beerbohm, W. B. 
Yeats and others. 


A limited edition of “Tudor Church Music,” 
in ten royal quarto volumes, will be published 
during the next five years by the Oxford Uni¬ 
versity Press. Sir Henry Hadow writes most 
enthusiastically of the proposed publication 
“If you could imagine that the Elizabethan 
drama had been lost and now rediscovered, it 
would not be an extravagant parallel,'' he says. 

The limited edition of Howard Pyle's “Book 
of Pirates” is one of the most successful books 
of its kind published in recent years. The 
color work is exceptionally good and the selec¬ 
tions represent one of the most original and 
artistic phases of Pyle's illustrative work. 
Here is a case in which it is safe to say that 
the fifty Japan paper copies will not last 
long and are pretty sure to go to a premium 
when the edition is dispersed. 

The point has been raised in Europe that the 
Louvain University Library was not as rich 
in rarities as claimed owing to a previous pil¬ 
lage in 1797 by the French Army. M. Emile 
Cammaerts, in a letter to the London Observer , 
quotes the estimate of Professor Delannoy, 
the university librarian, who stated that the 
library possessed 500 manuscripts and 250,000 
printed books, including more than 1,000 in¬ 
cunabula. He recalls the manuscript in the 
hand of Thomas a Kempis, and also the unique 
copy of Vesalius, who was a student at Lou¬ 
vain. It is also stated that in 1797, when the 
university was pillaged by French invaders, 
steps were successfully taken to protect the 
more important of the library's treasures. 

A special catalog of first and rare editions 
of Johnson, Goldsmith, Coleridge and Lamb, 
containing 153 lots, has just been issued by 
the Brick Row Bookshop, Inc., of this city. 
The rarer items include the first issues of the 
first edition of Goldsmith’s “Vicar of Wake¬ 
field”; the first issue of the first published 
edition of “The Traveler”; a presentation copy 
of the first edition of Coleridge's “Biographia 
Literaria”; the first edition of Lamb's “Beauty 
and the Beast”: first issues of the first edition* 
of “Elia” and “Later Essays from Elia” ; 
Johnson's Rambler for the years 1750-51; the 
first edition of his “A Dictionary of the Eng¬ 
lish Language,” and a presentation copy of 
the first edition of “A Journey to the Western 
Islands.” There is also a copy of Boswell's 
“Life of Johnson,” edited by George Birk- 
beck Hill, six volumes extended to ten, by the 
insertion of 1,077 prints, 569 of which are 
said to have been published during seven¬ 
teenth and eighteenth centuries. 

“There are few presses in America housed 
with nicer regard for atmosphere and asso¬ 
ciation than the Merrymount Press of Bos¬ 
ton,” says The Bookman's Journal of London, 
“and the English collector interested in print¬ 
ing would be pleasantly impressed by the links 
with the past evidenced on every hand in the 
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Boston house founded by D. B. Updike.’ 
Among the specimen sheets that greet the 
visitor on entering the building are those of 
Isaac Moore, of Bristol, 1766, and John Bas- 
kerville, the Birmingham printer, 1762 —one of 
two known copies; and further on there are 
type sheets of Johan Petri, of Basle, 1525; 
Joseph Fry, Moorefields, London, 1785; rare 
prints of Jacob Tonson, Le Tellier, Robert Bal¬ 
lard, and an interesting original document 
signed by Louis XV, appointing Pierre-Robert- 
Christopher Ballard as private printer to the 
Comte d’Artois, afterwards Charles X. on 
his marriage with the Princess Maria Therese 
of Savoy. These are only a few of the in¬ 
teresting possessions that adorn the hour**. In 
the library is being gathered a fine collection 
of books relating to the history of printing, 
including examples of the work of Jensen, 
Aldus, Tory, Ratholdt, the Estiennes, Unger, 
Bodini, Caslon, Didot, Fournier, Ibarra, 
Pickering, Morris, and all of the modern 
presses. 

The Massachusetts Society of Mayflower 
Descendants reports that since its last general 
congress it has received as gifts 86 bound 
volumes, 2000 pamphlets, 250 old documents, 
fifty photographs and photostat copies of old 
Bibles or other family records, gravestones, 
etc.; five old family Bibles, one of them con¬ 
taining the birth date of the original owner, 
in 1662-63, the birth date of his wife (the 
granddaughter of John Howland), in 1663, and 
the birth of their children, and many other 
relics of this early period. The most impor¬ 
tant gifts received have been eight books 
printed by Elder Brewster, at Leyden, Hol¬ 
land in the years of 1617 and 1618. Seven of 
these, including four with William Brewster’s 
name as printer on the title pages, were pre¬ 
sented by the society’s secretary, who is a 
descendant of the elder. The society now owns 
six different Brewster imprints and four du¬ 
plicates. As far as known, no other collec¬ 
tion in this country contains all of these books 
with Brewster’s name on the title pages and 
the onlv collection in the country containing 
a number of. different titles is that in the 
Yale University. The society hopes to pub¬ 
lish during the coming winter a book on Brew¬ 
ster imprints and autographs, giving full-page 
reproductions of the title pages of all known 
prints and all documents or pages of books 
hearing his autograph signature. F. M. H.
